An Aced German t l. < l.. K from Home

TERRIBLE COLLISION. 

An Express Train Rashes Into Twelve 
Kmpty Frslgta Cars. 

Chicago, 111., Nov. a— The "cannon 
ball" express from Kansas City on the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Railroad 
struck a misplaced switch at Forty-second 
street last evening and was thrown upon a 
side track and into collision with twelve 
freight cars owned by the Michigan South- 
ern Railroad.
